monte when overcome by gas fumes 
from a huge gasoline tank car, and it 
took Dr. W. E. W alker an hour to 
resuscitate tho

man,

home is at Sixth street anti Ohio ave- 
avenue, this city. 
The tank car was the regulation j 
kind, with capacity of 10,000 gallons, 
and the young man, who had been 
visiting 
his 
brother-in-law, 
James 
Thompson, manager at Lamonte for 
the Standard Oil company, had been 
engaged in pumping gasoline out of 
the tank into another huge tank. 
The tank car was emptied with the 
exception of a few inches in the bot­ 
tom and young Wade entered the tank 
to adjust his pumping apparatus to 
get all the gasoline, and in doing so 
was overcome and unable to make it 
out. 
The incident occasioned much alarm 
as soon as a fellow employe, William 
Patton, heard bim inside, and William 
Janssen, 
an 
automobile and garage 
man, consented to enter the tank and 
brin*£ him out. 
Janssen once inside 
of the big tank took 
a 
rope 
and 
placed it about W ade’s body and oth­ 
ers assisted in pulling him out. 
Jans­ 
sen was partially overcome, but on 
getting a bounteous supply of fresh 
ozone was revived easily. 
Just how long Wade 
was 
in

tank is not known, as no one saw him 
at the tim e he entered, and had it 
not 
been

Patton hearing him 
breathing inside as he

DOINGS IN THE CIRCOIT COURT 


Forty men, passing the night in the 


city jail, Tuesday night threatened the 
life of Frank Enderly, of Oklahoma 
City, Ok., a lodger, following a Quarrel 
in which the latter cut and severely 
injured Alex Johnson, another lodger. 
Enderly applied at police headquar­ 
ters about 9:30 o’clock Tuesday even­ 
ing for permission to sleep in the jail 
over night. 
About half an hour later 
Johnson appeared and made the same 
request. 
Both 
w’ere 
searched 
and 
placed in the corridor. 
Half an hour later Night Chief of 
Police John Kaiser, who was in his 
office, twro hundred yards from the 
jail building, was attracted by loud 
cries for help, coming from the direc­ 
tion of the jail. 
He made an investi­ 
gation and found that Johnson wras 
suffering with a gash two and one- 
half inches deep 
and 
about 
seven 
inches long on his left arm and several 
smaller cuts on his shoulder. 
Other lodegrs who had witnessed 
the cutting stated that Enderly, with­ 
out the least provocation, had drawn 
the knife and slashed his comrade be­ 
fore the latter had a chance to defend 
himself. 
Johnson was given medical 
attention by City Physician Dr. W. T. 
W alsh, at the City hospital. The feel­ 
ing of the other lodgers confined in 
the jail was so strong that it was nec­ 
essary to place Enderly in a cell by 
him self. 
W ednesday morning Enderly was ar­ 
raigned before Police Judge Samuel 
Fuller on a state warrant, charging 
assault. 
He waived preliminary hear­ 
ing and was held over to the action

The latter objected and 
Enderly slashed him with the knife, 
w hich, according to w itnesses, he had 
previously opened and concealed un­ 
der som e newspapers. 
It was later learned that Enderly 
bad concealed the knife from the offi­ 
cers when he was searched by tying it 
around his neck, together with a ra­ 
zor, a short time before he applied for 
lodging. 
He has been in Sedalia sev­ 
eral days and is believed 
to 
have 
served a term iii the Oklahoma state 
penitentiary.

Senate Voted 
Favorably 
for 
Navy 
Yard and Credit Measures. 


W ashington, Feb. 
9.—The senate 
today passed the resolution making 
$6,000 available for re-equipping the 
Mare Island 
and 
New' 
York navy 
yards and the bill increasing by 300 
the entrance class at Annapolis Naval 
academy. These m easures passed the 
house Monday 
and 
w ill 
now* go to 
President W ilson for his approval. 
The naval academy 
kierease 
bill, 
was passed by the senate without de­ 
bate. 
The resolution to provide for 
improvement of the navy yards was 
discussed briefly by Senator Lodge. 
He stated that the United States had 
wasted a year and a half in beginning 
the construction of battleships Nos. 43 
and 44. 
“We need increases in the navy and 
we need them now,” 
said 
Senator 
Ix>dge. “We can build battleships just 
as rapidly as Germany or England, 
after they are once authorized.’* 


Enthusiasm ran high at the com­ 
m ission form of government m eeting 
of citizens Tuesday evening 
at 
the 
court house, and the crowd filled the 
spacious court room to its capacity. 
Former State Senator Holm es Hall 
was chairman for the evening and pre­ 
sented the four speakers, Hon. John 
T. Heard, ex-congressman; A. D. Stan­ 
ley, E. T. Behrlns and C. M. Harrison. 
Each speaker was accorded liberal 
applause as some advantageous point 
was raised in behalf of the commission 
plan over the ward system of city gov­ 
ernment, which demonstrated beyond 
a shadow" of a doubt that the greater 
per cent of the audience was favor­ 
able to the com m ission form. 
Each address was strictly 
to 
the 
point and extolled the virtues of the 
commission government in preferment 
to the w’ard system . 
Mr. Heard was the first speaker and 
he told his hearers that it wras not 
his purpose, or desire, to say anything 
against the present or past city admin­ 
istrations, as he thought 
they 
had 
been well up to the present standard 
under the system they labored under. 
He stated it was not the officers, but 
I he system that retarded them in do­ 
ing things for the advancement of Se­ 
dalia, which easily could be accom­ 
plished under the commission form of 
conducting municipal affairs. 
Mr. Heard said 
that 
commission 
form of government 
w'ould 
entirely 
eliminate w'ard politics and give all 
the people of Sedalia the opportunity 
to vote for the mayor and three com­ 
missioners, and that 
these 
officials 
would be subject to recall in the event 
they were negligent in performance 
of 
their 
duties, or overstepped the 
limits in their official capacity. 
The speaker referred to the remark* 
able advancement various cities in dif­ 
ferent parts of the United States had 
made under the commission plan and 
stated all of them w ere highly pleased 
that in recent years had adopted and 
were operating under the commission 
form. 
“Greater efficiency,” 
the 
speaker 
asserted, “may be obtained through 
the commission form of government, 
and that seem s to be the desire of 
those who are urging its adoption.” 
In conclusion Mr. Heard stated that 
each commissioner and mayor will be 
in personal charge of a department, 
and that each one will be held respon­ 
sible to the people for the successful 
workings of his department. 
Mr. 
A. 
D. 
Stanley followed Mr. 
Heard and spoke in part along the 
same line, but went more into detail 
concerning the success achieved by 
many of the 403 cities now operating 
under the commission plan. 
Mr. Stanley told of the city of Gal­ 
veston, at the tim e of the disastrous 
tidal wave of September 9, 1909, be­ 
ing brought out of chaos and a con­ 
dition of indebtedness 
that 
seemed 
appalling 
through 
the 
commission 
plan, which was inaugurated after an 
effort of government through the state 
militia had utterly failed. 
Five influ­ 
ential and high-minded citizens at Gal­ 
veston were named to take the reins 
of municipal government, 
and 
soon 
the devastated city took on new' life, 
grew' and prospered in a more marked 
degree than ever before. 
Debts were 
wiped out that the commission inher­ 
ited, and a liebral donation was made 
toward the construction of the magni­ 
ficent sea wall that now’ serves as 
protection to that 
city, 
and 
which 
withstood the ravages 
of 
a 
fierce 
storin during the early fall of 1915. 
Not only did Mr. Stanley tell of Gal­ 
veston’s wonderful advancement, but 
he referred to many other cities—Kan­ 
sas City, Kus., Hutchinson, Kas., Mis­ 
soula, Mont., Eau Claire, Wis., Tren­ 
ton, N. J., W est Plains, Mo., and other 
points where a high record of effi­ 
ciency w'as evidenced and where ex­ 
pense in conducting the affairs of the 
city and indebtedness was greatly re­ 
duced. 
Mr. Stanley w’ent into full explana­ 
tion of the manner of election of the 
com m issioners and mayor and placed 
stress on the fact 
that 
they 
were 
chosen by vote of the entire city and 
through wards.

and 
councilmen were made year by year 
and dissatisfaction 
seemed 
ram pant 
until an expert was employed to con­ 
duct the affairs of the lighting plant 
and w aterw orks on strictly business 
principles.

right on paying interest. I knew one 
man, an American, living in Florence, 
who sold out all of 
his 
American 
stocks and bonds and doubled his for­ 
tune by re-investing in these rentes. 
Italy’s people are hard-working, sober 
and honest. 
The 
traditions 
about 
their poverty, their unreliable me­ 
thods, have been handed down for a 
hundred years from the time when 
Italy was divided up into little king­ 
doms and principalities, warring and 
jealous of each other, and does not 
in the least apply to present condi­ 
tions. 
Nobody has ever 
taken 
the 
trobule to correct these old lies. 
“Take Italy’s attitude in the present 
war. It, too, has been misunderstood 
or misinterpreted. Italy did not want 
to go into this war. 
She had 
just 
come out of a costly one in Africa and 
was not prepared to go into another. 
Then, after a long struggle, she was 
cementing a real sentiment of union 
among her people. 
Much has been 
said of her manner of going into the 
war. 
You say that it has been said 
that she was apparently trying to see 
whether Germany or the allies would 
pay the most for her services. Noth­ 
ing could be mere untrue. In respect 
to her treaty with Germany, it was 
not a love affair, but one to preserve 
the peace of Europe; a peace which 
she heartily desired. 
Germany did 
not ask her consent to go 
to 
war, 
knowing that Italy would immediate­ 
ly try to stop the war. 
“The reason Italy did go into the 
war was not because of the promise 
of pay from the allies, but, reluctant­ 
ly, as a matter of national defense. 
While there did not exist a hard feel­ 
ing between the Germans and Italians, 
there has long been one between the 
Italians and Austrians. 
The frontier 
between these latter countries was 
such that at any time the Austrians 
could invade Italy, and Italy could 
in such case defend herself only with 
difficulty, a difficulty that is proven 
by the energy required in the present 
war. 
She is not hanging back; but 
vanquishing day by day and step by 
step the difficult nature of the terri­ 
tory in which the advance must be 
made. 
She will regain her two old 
provinces and thereby make impossi­ 
ble a future invasion by Austria. 
“If the United States desires to do 
business here, the right kind of busi­ 
ness men must be sent over, those 
speaking French or Italian, and men 
who are willing to stay in the country 
long enough to learn its ways. 
The 
only Americans 'who have ever come 
here previously were 
those 
merely 
bet on pleasure or during the war to 
sell munitions or coal or something 
of that sort. 
Frequently these men, 
because of their lack of proper train­ 
ing, have fallen into the hands of in­ 
termediaries of questionable character 
and their ventures have not turned out 
well. 
“Italy 
will 
be 
a virgin field for 
American business. 
Before the war 
her foreign business was largely in 
the hands of the Germans, because 
the English and French had neglected 
the markets. 
The Germans offered 
long credits, say of six months to a 
year, asking only 
a 
part 
payment 
down. 
While the Germans have not, 
as had been stated, any very large in- j 
vestments of capital here, they did 
succeed in doing a prosperous busi­ 
ness. 
One of the reasons for this, 
with tho smaller houses, was also be­ 
cause the Germans quoted prices and 
weights in Italian money and by the 
metric system. 
“Italy will perhaps come out of this 
war in better condition than any other 
i nation in Europe and therefore be one 
whose business is worth going after. 
She will not have been devastated, 
and will not have lost so many men, 
and those she has lost will he rapidly 
replaced because of the well known 
fecundity of the Italian family. 
Her 
business will not be shot to pieces. 
One has but to look at her stores now' 
to see that they are full of cash buy­ 
ers. 
The recent postal savings bank 
reports show a continued increase in 
deposits. 
My own bank 
and 
other 
banks are growing, too. There will be 
no difficulty with her new loan, one- 
half of it being already guaranteed by 
Italian bankers. There is much loose 
talk about the w'ar impoverishing na­ 
tions. 
In Italy much of the money 
spent on the war*is spent right in the 
country 
and 
the 
money 
merely 
changes hands. 
Taxations from now- 
on to pay the interest on these war 
loans and to later pay them off will 
increase. Yet Italian taxation will not 
be so severe as not to be met. There 
is still a good margin of profit for us 
after we pay our taxes, present and 
future.”

SHORT DAY IS RESPONSIBLE 


Poultrymen Give This as a Reason for 


Short Egg Production. 


For a long tim e poultrymen have 
contended that the short day was re 
sponsible for a short egg production 
“Many years ago,” w rites a Califor­ 
nia poultiym an, “I conceived the idea 
that if I could only light my poultry 
houses in the w inter and so get the 
birds to working as early as they are 
wont to do in the summer, it would 
not only be a benefit to the fowls in 
the m atter of health, but would very 
m aterially help along the lines of egg 
production. 
Unfortunately, 
at 
the 
time I was not in close proximity to 
an electric line, nor did I have a prop­ 
erly constructed hen house; these dis­ 
advantages have been removed, how 
ever, and now I have installed two 25- 
w att Mazda lights in each house, and 
from past records without the use of 
lights I can say that the egg produc 
tion since installing the lights has in 
creased over 40 per cent 
over 
any 
other year at this period. 
“The lights are turned 
on 
about 
4:43 a. rn. and put out as soon as the 
birds can see, which at this time of 
the year is about 7 a. rn.” 
Hatching and brooding of chicks by 
electric process has also 
come 
into 
vogue in the past year or two, and 
is meeting with great success. 
One 
thing sure is that the poultryman who 
is f<n:tunate enough to be able to in­ 
stall electric incubators and brooders 
need not fear that his machines and 
brooders will go up in smoke from a 
faulty lamp or through the negligence 
of a careless employe. 
This is not the first 
instance 
of 
lights being installed to help egg pro­ 
duction; 
others 
have tried it and 
their experience has been the same 
Of course, it m ust be understood that 
the mere fact of placing lights in the 
hen houses is not sufficient; scratch­ 
ing m aterial m ust be provided and, in 
eidentally, some grain m ust be scat 
tered in the evening, so that by the 
time one is ready to feed the mash 
the birds have created an appetite.

In the management of the orchard, 
especially the apple and pear orchard, 
there is a period after the fruit is 
gathered, and perhaps after other 
crops have been safely harvested, that 
is most convenient for doing some of 
the careful work in the control of 
certain diseases and pests. There are 
certain fungous and bacterial discases, 
particularly pear blight and 
apple 
canker, which are best worked upon 
at this time. These diseases are prin­ 
cipally controlled by the eradication 
methods rather than by spraying. 
Pear blight is a bacterial disease 
which works mostly in the fleshy, 
growing, tender parts of the tree, in­ 
cluding the blossom clusters, young 
twigs, and the bark of larger branches, 
and even on the body, collar, and root 
system of the tree. 
Under certain 
conditions the bacteria spread into the 
wood to a considerable extent. 
The 
disease attacks the pear, apple, quince, 
and other related fruits. 
Pear blight eradication is quite a 
careful piece of work. 
It requires 
close attention on the part of the or­ 
chardist or careful training of the 
help who may be engaged in it. 
Re­ 
member th at thoroughness is essen­ 
tial for success. 
It is not necessary 
to determine in all cases whether the 
blight is alive or dead on the lower 
margin, although somewhat helpful as 
a guide in determining how low to go. 
In actual practice it is better to cut 
out all the dead limbs and all the 
blight, anyhow, regardless of wTiether 
it is a dead case or not. 
The blight eradication should al­ 
ways 
precede 
the 
pruning. 
Other 
priming for shaping up the trees may 
be done, if preferred, before leaving 
the trees, or may be postponed until 
some convenient time later, but of 
course, before tho buds push in the 
spring. 
Apple cankers form dead spots on 
the twigs and branches of apple trees, 
and occasionally extend down on to 
the bodies.

Occasion­ 
ally two or more kinds may occur on 
the same tree.

some kinds of cankers infect directly 
into the bark. 
The blister canker, common in the 
middle West, is particularly severe 
after winter killing or after the trees 
arc weakened are extended droughts. 
The principal method of controlling 
apple cankers is identical with that 
used for pear blight.

In order to completely control the 
San Jose scale pest the spray mixtures 
m ust be prepared properly and used 
at the proper strength and applied so 
thoroughly that every particle of the 
infested tree is covered with the solu­ 
tion.

A nozzle throwing a fine spray is to be 
preferred over the coarse nozzle used 
for controlling the codling moth dur­ 
ing the spring and summer.

took tangible form only in 1907, when 
Joseph Caillaux, then m inister of fi­ 
nance in 
the 
Clemenceau 
cabinet, 
presented an income tax bill in the 
chamber. It was passed by the depu­ 
ties after two years* discussion, but 
held up in the senate. 
It was sup­ 
posed to have died bf inanition and 
its 
resurrection 
wras 
an 
incident. 
Charles Dumont, m inister of finance 
in the Barthou cabinet, in asking the 
cham ber to sanction a loan of $160,- 
000,000 for military purposes, incor­ 
porated in the 
provision 
that 
the 
bonds should be 
exempt 
from any 
tax. Caillaux seized this opportunity 
to resume the leadership of the radi­ 
cal and socialist 
elem ents 
of 
the 
chamber that he had abandoned af­ 
ter the fall of his cabinet in January, 
1912. He not only fought the provis­ 
ion in the bill 
exempting 
the new 
bonds from any eventual income tax, 
but 
insisted 
that 
the 
government 
bring pressure to bear upon the sen­ 
ate to act on the 
income 
tax 
bill 
passed by the chamber. 
The result 
was the fall of the Barthou m inistry 
and the advent 
of 
the 
Doumergue 
cabinet, with Caillaux as m inister of 
finance. The new cabinet immediate 
ly took up the fiscal 
reforms, 
and 
after a great deal 
of resistace and 
numerous modifications by the sen 
ate, finally passed it through 
both 
houses in July, 1914, 
to 
take effect 
Jan. I, 1915. 
The war adjourned its 
application until Jan. I, 1916. 
Monsieur Ribot, the m inister of fi­ 
nance, advised further postponement 
on account of the difficulties of appli­ 
cation of the law while so many tax­ 
payers are mobilized and while 2 
per cent of the fortune of France is 
tied up by the German occupation of 
several departm ents. 
The chamber 
insisted upon the law 
taking effect 
Jan. I, 1916, however, with the privil 
ege of payment at 
any 
time before 
the end of the war. The senate refus 
ed. The chamber insisted and Ribot 
for political reasons, urged the sen 
ate to accede. 
The principal objections to the in 
come tax as 
proposed 
by Caillaux 
were to the inquisatorial features of 
it. It provided that every person with 
an income of 5,000 francs" or more 
should make a declaration of the to 
tai amount of his 
revenue, 
and in 
case the declaration might be con 
sidered suspicious 
by 
the 
tax de 
paym ent, inspectors were 
to be a1 
lowed to examine the 
person’s pri 
vate accounts. The first modification 
was the elim ination of the right o 
the tax departm ent to look into the 
tax payer’s private affairs. 
The tax 
as originally proposed, was a substi 
tution for all other direct taxes, such 
as the imposition on doors and win­ 
dows, the taxes on personal property 
and the taxes on rentals. As adopted

The objects of pruning are:

to remove crossing and diseased and 
broken branches, to thin the top so 
as to allow free circulation of air 
through it and to keep the tree as 
low as possible so as to facilitate 
pruning, picking and spraying. 
In young trees care should bo taken 
to have the main branches come out 
from all sides of the tree and each 
from a different height. Tho crotches 
will all be strong then.
